Through 
the miracle of intensive irrigation, 
lawns, flowers and luxuriant vege- 
tation surrounded the main hotel 
and scores of bungalows, while a 
stone’s throw away the barren des- 
ert stretched to the horizon. In the 
resort’s famous patio cafe, Miss 
Woodbury was. starred as a “Mex- 
ican” dancer—and it was as a re- 
sult of her observation during her 
engagement that she was _ later 
enabled to make her screen debut 
by masquerading as a Mexican ac- 
tress just arrived in Hollywood.

Law enforcement agencies are continually campaigning 
for citizens to have their fingerprints taken. With the present 
war emergency there is an even greater reason for this than 
ever before, and you can garner a neat publicity break for 
yourself by hooking up with the police department on a cam- 
paign to have your townspeople fingerprinted. Arrange for a 
fingerprinting outfit to be set up in your lobby with an officer 
on hand to take down the names and addresses with the prints. 
Distribute throwaways plugging the stunts reading as follows: 


THE MAN FROM HEADQUARTERS suggests that every good 
American see to it that his fingerprints are on file for identification 
purposes in the present emergency. Visit the lobby of the Palace 
Theatre, where arrangements have been made to render this service 
in co-operation with the Police Department. 


If you don’t care to go for the “official’’ tieup on this, you 
can get just as much interest by offering a fingerprinting service 
to those who care to have them for their own protection without 
registering them with the law.
